State, qualified to vote in town affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Lempster, on Tuesday 
the 12th day of March at one o'clock in the afternoon to open the polls for voting 
for candidates, and at seven o’clock in the evening for the discussion of the 
Articles of the Warrant. 

ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 
ARTICLE 2: To receive all reports and act thereon. 

ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
for the Town in anticipation of taxes. 

ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$288,802 for general town operation: (Majority Vote Required)

ARTICLE 5: Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
apply for, receive and expend federal and state grants which may become 
available during the course of the year, in accordance with RSA 31:95/b and also 
to accept and expend money from any other governmental unit or private 
source to be used for purposes for which the town may legally appropriate 
money. (Majority Vote Required) 

ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
three thousand dollars ($3,000) to be added to the Rescue Truck Capital Reserve 
Fund previously established. (Majority Vote Required) CIP art. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund 
under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of a Police Department Cruiser 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) to be placed 
in this fund. (Majority Vote Required) CIP art. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to change the purpose of the existing 
Civil Defense Capital Reserve Fund to the Emergency Management Communica- 
tions Equipment & Emergency Power Capital Reserve Fund. (2/3 Vote Required) 
CIP art. 


ARTICLE 9: Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five 
hundred dollars ($500) to be added to the Emergency Management Communi- 
cations Equipment & Emergency Power Capital Reserve Fund previously estab- 
lished. (Majority Vote Required) CIP art. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town wil vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$96,655 (Gross Budget ) for the purchase of a new fire pumper-tanker truck, and 
said sum to be in addition to any federal, state, or private funds made available 
therefore, and to authorize the issuance of not more than $76,655 of bonds or 
notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 
Chapter 33) and to authorize the Town Officials to issue and negotiate such 
bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon; furthermore, to 
authorize the withdrawal of $10,000 from the Fire Pumper-Tanker Capital 
Reserve Fund with the balance of $10,000 to be raised by general taxation. (2/3 
Ballot Vote Required ) 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell to 
Noel Svendsen the lot identified as Lot 23 Long Pond (which he presently has the 
lease on) at a fair price to be determined by the Selectmen or to be determined by 
public auction. Noel Svendsen to pay for all costs attendant to the sale and 
purchase including preparation of deed, real estate transfer stamps and record- 
ing. (Petitioned Article) 

ARTICLE 12:. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund 
under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of enlarging the fire Station and 
to raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) to be placed 
in this fund. (Majority Vote Required) CIP art. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
three thousand dollars ($3,000) to purchase personal protection equipment for 
the fire department in accordance with NFPA 1500. (Majority Vote Required) 
CIP art. 

ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
two thousand dollars ($2,000) to be added to the Revaluation Capital Reserve 
Fund previously established. (Majority Vote Required) CIP art. 

ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
one thousand dollars ($1,000) to be added to the Town Building Repair Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority Vote Required) CIP art. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund 


under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of constructing a Highway 
Department Garage at the Town Pit on Olds Road and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000) to be placed in this fund. (Majority 
Vote Required ) CIP art. 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropraite the sum of 
one thousand dollars ($1,000) to be added to the Highway Department Grader 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority Vote Required) CIP art. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund 
under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of purchasing a new 4 x 4 Plow 
Truck for the Highway Department and to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
thousand and five hundred dolars ($1,500) to be placed in this fund. (Majority 
Vote Required) CIP art. 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,500 for the purchase of a dump body and associated controls etc. to be used 
on the Highway Departments 1990 4 x 4 Plow Truck and to authorize the 
issuance of not more than $5,500 in notes in accordance with the Municipal 
Finance Act (RSA Chapter 33) and to authorize the Town Officials to negotiate 
such notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon. (2/3 Ballot Vote 
Required) CIP art. 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500) to be added to the Landfill Closure 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority Vote Required) CIP art. 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
two thousand dollars ($2,000) to be added to the Transfer Station Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority Vote Required) CIP art. 


ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
seven thousand and five hundred dollars ($7,500) for the design and permitting 
engineering work and preparation of contract documents for bidding on the 
Solid Waste Transfer Station and Recycling Center. (Majority Vote Required). 


ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
forty five thousand dollars ($45,000) for reconstruction of Town roads and 
bridges. Said work to be funded by State Highway Block Grant monies. (Majority 
Vote Required) CIP art. 


ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
one thousand one hundred dollars ($1,100) for surveying work performed at 
Long Pond. Conservation Commiission requested article. (Majority Vote 
Required ) 

ARTICLE 25: To see whether the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint alternate members to the Conservation Commission, who shall have full 
voting power in the absence or disqualification of a regualr member, as provided 
in RSA 36-A:3. 


ARTICLE 26: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
seven thousand two hundred and thirty nine dollars ($7,239) for Ambulance 
Service for the forthcoming year supplied by Golden Cross Ambulance. (Refer to 
next article for alternative) 


ARTICLE 27: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate five thou- 
sand, four hundred and thirty eight dollars ($5,438) for Ambulance Service for 
the forthcoming year supplied by the Newport or other Ambulance Service. 
(Refer to previous article for alternative) 

ARTICLE 28: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
one thousand, two hundred and thirty three dollars ($1,233) to implement 
energy saving measures at the town Office. The Governor’s Energy Office may 


grant up to 50% of the cost of these measures. 


ARTICLE 29: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell to 
the highest bidder, Highway Department equipment determined to be surplus to 
the town’s needs. A bid list will be made available at the Town Office. The 
proceeds from this sale to be applied to Highway Department Capital Reserve 
Funds to be indentified in the 1992 warrant. 


ARTICLE 30: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to meet and confer 
with the Road Agent and to set the wage rates of the Highway Department 
employees and to seek approval of the Town at the annual meeting via approval 
of the Highway Depatment operating budget. Said wages currently are set equal 
to the rate given N.H. State Department of Highway employees. 

ARTICLE 31: To see if the Town will vote to accept for the Cemetery Trust 
Funds the sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00) to be known as the Frank 
Pitman Trust Fund. 

ARTICLE 32: To see if the Town will vote to accept for the Cemetery Trust 
Funds the sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00) to be known as the Kenneth 
Ordway Trust Fund. 

ARTICLE 33: Toseeif the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to allowa 
one percent (1%) discount of taxes if paid within ten days of issue. 

ARTICLE 34: Totransact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.

TOWN OF LEMPSTER 
State of New Hampshire 
March 13th, 1990 


The inhabitants of the Town of Lempster, in the county of Sullivan, in said State, 
qualified to vote in town affairs, met at the Town Hall in said Lempster on 
Tuesday, the 13th of March, from one o’clock in the afternoon until fifty five 
minutes after nine in the evening to vote for candidates, and from seven in the 
evening to one thirty in the early morning to discuss the Articles of the Warrant. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


Motion made by Phyllis Clark Seconded by William McGinnis 
Motion passed. 


ARTICLE 2: To receive all reports and act thereon. 


Motion made by Doris Campbell Seconded by Pat Nash 
Motion carried unanimously. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
for the Town in anticipation of taxes. 


Motion made by Don Cunningham Seconded by Bob Falkenberg 
Motion carried unanimously. 


ARTICLE 4: Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:35, IV for an optional 
property tax exemption on residential property for a service connected total 
disability? The optional disability exemption is $1,400 rather than the existing 
$700 exemption. 


Motion made by Henry Frank Seconded by Tim Jacob 


Article required a paper ballot. Results: Yes - 137, No - 34. 
Article passed. A simple majority was required. 


ARTICLE 5: Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:28, V and VI for an 
optional veterans exemption and expanded qualifying war service for veterans 
seeking the exemption? The optional veterans exemption is $100 rather than the 
existing $50 exemption. 


Motion made by Florence Michaels Seconded by John Michaels 
Paper ballot required. Yes - 154, No - 38. 
Article passed. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Floodplain 
Development Ordinance: 


The following regulations, to be enforced by the building inspector, shall apply to 
all lands designated as special flood hazard areas by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency on the “Flood Hazard Boundary Map” (FHMA) for the 
Town of Lempster, N.H. dated May 18, 1979 which is declared a part of this 
ordinance. 


SECTION 1: The Building Inspector shall maintain for public inspection, and 
furnish upon request, any certification of flood-proofing and the as built eleva- 
tion (in relation to mean sea level) of the lowest floor (including basement) of all 
new or substantially improved structures, and include whether or not such 
structures contain a basement. If the structure has been floodproofed, the as 
built elevation (in relation to mean sea level) to which the structure was flood- 
proofed. This information must be furnished by the applicant. 

SECTION 2: The Building Inspector shall review proposed developments to 
assure that all necessary permits have been received from these governmental 
agencies from which approval is required by federal or state law, including 
Section 404 of the Federal Water Pollution Control Act Amendments of 1972, 33 
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U.S.C. 1334. It shall be the responsibility of the applicant to certify these assu- 
rances to the Building Inspector. 

SECTION 3: In riverline situations, prior to the alteration or relocation of a 
watercourse the applicant for such authorization shall notify the Wetlands 
Board of the New Hampshire Environmental Services Department and submit 
copies of such notification to the Building Inspector. Further, the applicant shall 
be required to submit copies of said notification to those adjacent communities 
as determined by the Building Inspector. 


B. The applicant shall submit to the Building Inspector, certification provided 
by a registered professional engineer, assuring that the flood carrying capacity 
of an altered or relocated watercourse can and will be maintained. 


C. Along watercourses with a designated Regulatory Floodway, no encoach- 
ments, including fill, new construction, substantial improvements, and other 
development are allowed with the floodway that would result in any increase in 
flood levels within the community during the base flood discharge. In zone A the 
Building Inspector shall obtain, review and reasonably utilize floodway data 
available from Federal, State, or other sources as criteria for requiring that 
development meet the floodway requirements of this section. 


SECTION 4: A. In special flood hazard areas the Building Inspector shall 
determine the 100 year flood elevation in the following order of precedence 
according to the data available: (1) In zones A1-30, AH, AE, refer to the 
elevation data provided in the communities Flood Insurance Study and accom- 
panying FIRM or FHBM. (2) In unnumbered A zones, the Builidng Inspector shall 
obtain, review, and reasonably utilize any 100 year flood elevation data available 
from: federal, state, development proposals submitted to the community (i.e. 
subdivisions, site approvals) or other source. 


B. The Building Inspector’s 100 year flood elevation determination will be used 
as criteria for requiring in zones A, Al-30, AH, AO and A that: (1) All new 
construction or substantial improvement of residential structures have the 
lowest floor including basement) elevated to or above the 100 year flood eleva- 
tion; (2) That all new construction or substantial improvement of non- 
residential structures have the lowest floor (including basement) elevated to or 
above the 100 year flood level; or together with attendant utility and sanitary 
faciities, shall; (i) be flood proofed so that below the 100 year flood elevation the 
structure is watertight with walls substantially impermeable to the passage of 
water; (ii) have structural components capable of resisting hydrostatic and 
hydrodynamic loads and the effects of buoyancy; and (ili) be certified by a 
registered professional engineer or architect that the design and methods of 
construction are in accordance with accepted standards of practice for meeting 
the provisions of this section; (3) All manufactured homes to be placed or 
substantially improved within special flood hazard areas shall be elevated ona 
permanent foundation such that the lowest floor of the manufactured home is 
at or above the base flood level; and be securely anchored to resist flotation, 
collapse, or lateral movement. Methods of anchoring may include, but are not 
limited to, use of over-the-top or frame ties to ground anchors. This requirement 
is in addition to applicable state and local anchoring requirements for resisting 
wind forces; (4) For all new construction and substantial improvements, fully 
enclosed areas below the lowest floor that are subject to flooding requirements: 
(a) the enclosed area is unfinished or flood resistant, usable solely for the 
parking of vehicles, building access or storage: (b) The area is not a basement; (Cc) 
shall be designed to automatically equalize hydrostatic flood forces on exterior 
walls by allowing for the entry and exit of floodwaters. Designs for meeting this 
requirement must either be certified by a registered professsional engineer or 
architect or must meet or exceed the following minimum criteria: A minimum of 
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two openings having a total net area of not less than one square inch for every 
square foot of enclosed area subject to flooding shall be provided. The bottom of 
all openings shall be no higher than one foot above grade. Openings may be 
equipped with screens, louvers, or other coverings or devices provided that they 
permit the automatic entry and exit of floodwaters. 


(The Above represents additions by the Federal Government (FEMA) since the 
original articles were passed at the 1977 Town Meeting. 


This article was invalid. There should have been a public hearing.

Gentlemen: 

I have examined the town records including those of the tax collector, town 
clerk, treasurer, trust accounts, and library including payroll vouchers, invoices, 
property tax records and appropriate bank statements. No discrepancies in 
these accounts were noted. All accounts are managed as required by both state 
law and by standard accounting procedures. 


The following are suggestions that will improve the flow of information from the 
various accounts to those involved and improve the ability of the various town 
departments to function.: 


1. The Town should consider the advantages of changing the fiscal year to 
June 1 through May 31. With the present fiscal year as the calendar year, 
there is no authorized budget for the year until after the town meeting in 
March. This means that for one-third of the fiscal year there is no specific 
authorization of funds for town expenses. If the town meeting were 
authorizing expenditures for a fiscal year that started June 1, there would 
be clearcut authority for all expenditures. In addition, since property tax 
bills are due in July and December, most of the tax receipts would be 
received during the fiscal year. With the present system, a substantial 
amount of tax monies is received in January and February of the following 
fiscal year. With this new fiscal year expenses and income would be more 
closely allied. 


2. The various town departments have decreasd the lag between receipts and 
deposits with a concurrent increase in interest received from the town 
bank accounts. Transfer of funds from tax collector and town clerk to the t 
reasurer and from treasurer to the bank account should continue to be 
timely. 

3. The Selectmen should consider a cash management program for operating 
funds which would significantly increase interest received. This is 
particularly important since the average monthly bank balance is over 
170,000. 


4. The Library trustees should also consider an interest bearing account. The 
average balance in the library account of $2,867 would accrue an 
additional $170 which seems asmall amount but which is 10% of the 
current non-salary budget. 

5. The Trustees of the Trusts should be certain to record in their reports 
monies received and expended during the fiscal year, regardless of when 
services were performed or billed. 

6. | again recommend that all town checking accounts be reconciled monthly, 
including, in particular the treasurer’s account and that a running balance 
be kept in the town cash book or check book. 

7. The town currently has over $80,000 in the Town Forest Fund. The town 
may want to review the purpose of this fund and define its future use. 

Overall the town’s financial affairs appear to be well managed and the accounts 
accurate.

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LEMPSTER PLANNING BOARD 
1990 REPORT 


Activities of the Lempster Planning Board for 1990 very closely reflected the 
state of the economy and the amount of real estate development. 


One of the largest functions of the Board is to make sure that all real estate 
transactions within Lempster conform to local and state regulations and are in 
the best interests of the town, without violating the civil rights of sellers and 
buyers of real estate. 


Such considerations as abutters rights, fire protection, affects on highways, 
wetlands and possible water pollution, soil character and other matters are all 
carefully considered. Normally only such transactions that involve dividing real 
estate into additional parcels are acted on by the planning board. Each subdivi- 
sion involves several public meetings of the Board and require public posting of 
the meetings, notification by registered letter to each abutter, etc. 


The money alloted to the Board at Town Meeting is used to pay these costs in 
advance as part of operating expenses and are collected from developers and 
returned to the town. 


Because very little development is expected during the coming year the Board is 
asking 20% less in operating expenses for the coming year. At the beginning of 
last year the Board was very busy with real estate developments, often having 
several developments considered at the same meeting and extra meetings were 
held to clear the work load. These gradually cleared up and lately there have 
been no new activities with developments, and because of economic conditions, 
few are expected. 


One development on Lovejoy Road was rejected because the pond needed for 
fire protection was not completed within time alloted. 


Approvals were given to: 

Lovejoy Road - Bunnell - 2 lots 

Dodge Pond - Fulton - Camp Kirkam 

Route 10 - Heiser - 2 lots 

Hurd Road - Deborah Stone - annexation 

Route 10 - Gravelle - 2 lots 

Lempster Street - Greene-Bachaud - 2 lots 

Hurd Road - East & West - 5 lots 
Because of business conditions several developments in preliminary stages were 
dropped. 


The Capital Improvements Program occupied several meetings during the fall. 
Meeting with the heads of various departments and the Selectmen, future needs 
of the town were determined. Amounts were decided on to be recommended at 
Town Meeting to set aside each year for future requirements. 


Each recommendation is presented as an article in the Warrant, stating the 
Board’s opinion of the maximum amount it believes should be set aside. Voters 
than may accept, reject or amend each item. 

During the past year Mark Casey and Fran Jacobsen, two very capable members 
of the Planning Bord, resigned as requlars for business reasons and were 
replaced by Don Cunningham and Myrt Edson. 

At Town Meeting this year new members must be chosen for a one year, a two 
year and a three year term. 

As we all know, our Nation, our State and our Town all face many grave decisions 
in the future because of the frightening war conditions and economic problems. 


We have faced such perilous times in the past and, as United Americans, and 
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with the help of Devine Providence have always emerged even stronger than 
before. 


We shall do it again.

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LEMPSTER HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
1990 REPORT 


1990 brought new personnel to the highway department. 

Repairs were made to pull together the old and outdated equipment. 

Much work was also needed on the 1990 4 x 4 plow truck. A new sander and 
hydraulic system were installed, as well as a high lift wing. 

Building maintenance was done to the highway garage. Roofing, insulation and 
door repairs were among the many repairs made. A larger work area is needed, 
as is being planned for with the help of the Capital Improvements Program. 
New fuel tanks were installed to replace the old tanks which no longer met state 
requirements. 

Road repairs were made town-wide. Ditches were cleaned, culverts were 
repaired or replaced as needed. 2,500 yaids of crushed gravel were purchased 
from L.E. Weed, and 1,500 yards of bank run gravel from the town’s pit were 
spread. 

155 tons of hot top was used in patching potholes. 

618 tons of hot top was laid by Whitcomb Construction on Grandview Road. 
A considerable amount of trees and brush were cut and removed by the highway 
crew. A side mount rotary mower was rented for clearing road sides from 
Edward Benware of Cornish. This should be done every year to maintain 
visibility. 

A road grader was rented from the Jolly Farmers, this allowed us to work on the 
roads as needed at a reasonable cost to the town. 

To maintain water tables in low laying areas, much time was spent on beaver 
control. The battle continues. 

Heavy summer rains caused this area to be considered a Federal Disaster Area 
and many town roads were damaged heavily. 

Federal funds were applied for, we recieved $10,011 in Federal Road Aid. 

I would like to thank all the businesses and individuals who worked with us.

The Lempster Fire Department has had a very busy year. The following is a 
breakdown of the calls for the year.

The year started out with two mutual aid structure fires in Marlow and Hillsboro 
in January. The year ended with two structure fires in Lempster and Washington 
in December. The rest of the year was filled in with all the other incidents listed 
above. 


Five of our members were able to become New Hampshire State Certified Fire 
Fighters in the use of all equipment and standard procedures of firefighting. A 
written and practical exam is required for certification. This brings the total 
number to 11 firefighters certified in the Lempster Dept. 


A defensive driving class was attended by all members of the fire department 
this year. The class was put on by the New Hampshire Municipal Association, our 
insurance Carrier. 


Several firefighters attended classes at the Meadowood Fire School in Fitzwil- 
liam, New Hampshire. 


All five of the Forest Fire Wardens took a seminar on the incident Command 
System at the Keene Fire Dept. This was taught by the State Forest Fire Service. 


The Town voted monies to be placed into a reserve fund for the purchase of a 
new fire truck. We have been working with several manufacturers to come up 
with a fire truck that meets the needs of the town, but is still economically 
sensible. We have appreciated the support of the town, in the past years, and 
hope that the town can find it in their budget to purchase this much needed new 
fire truck.

I am pleased to report that the number of calls that the Lempster Rescue Squad 
responded to remained about the same as in 1989. A total of 46 calls were 
handled by Lempster Rescue personnel for a total of 605.15 man hours. 


I am also pleased to report that the Rescue Squad has purchased a new, 
semi-automatic, Defibrillator thanks to the generosity of the townspeople. This 
machine should be in service and all Rescue personnel trained by the time this 
report is published. Everyone who helped us with this project deserves a“Pat on 
the Back” for this is a valuable piece of equipment and we couldn't have done it 
without their support. 


As the Rescue Director, I also have the unpleasant task of reporting the bad news 
(depending on how you look at it). Because the American Red Cross has done 
away with their “Advanced First Aid” course, and the State of N.H. is not going to 
recognize their replacement course, all Lempster Rescue personnel are being 
forced to upgrade their training to the E.M.T. level. The good news is that when 
we respond to your home in an emergency, the people handling that emergency 
will have a much higher level of training. The bad news is that it’s not cheap. This 
additional expense is the reason for our Budget increase request. It should be 
noted that this is a one time expense and recertification requirements are every 
two years, but the recertification cost are minimal. 


Once again I'd like to thank everyone who supported us throughout the year and 
especially thank those Rescue Members who have donated countless hours not 
only in servicing the community, but for the behind the scene things as well, such 
as building maint; auto. maint; record keeping; business meetings and etc. 


Thank you all and have a safe year.

To the residents and taxpayers of the Town of Lempster. 1990 has seen a large 
growth in the number of calls for police services over the previous year. In 1988 
the police department handled 177 calls. In 1989 446 calls. This year in 1990 the 
department had 651 calls, which is an increase of 205 calls for service over the 
previous year. 


The department lost two members, Officer Joseph Mileti who resigned in the 
spring, and with the recent resignation of Police Chief Leo Berquist in Sep- 
tember. The department is short handed and will be replacing an officer this 
year. Sgt. Webber has been placed in charge of the Police Department until such 
time a new Police Chief is selected. 


Sgt. Webber and Officer Condon have completed the required training for the 
year and have also qualified with their firearms. Both Officers have attended a 
course on the new accident reporting system the State of New Hampshire has 
just adopted. 

I am very pleased with the way the Lempster Police Department has conducted 
itself in the past year and I realize we have a long road ahead of us in the new 
year, but with the continued support of the townspeople I know we can make 
this one of the best departments in the county.

To the residents and taxpayers of the Town of Lempster. 1990 has been a busy 
year with a large increase in the number of dogs being licensed. There were 42 
more dogs licensed this year than last.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1990 REPORT 


During this year, the Conservation Commission has spent a great deal of its time 
reviewing wetlands violation problems for the Town as well as lot line/right-of- 
way problems at Long Pond. 


Our annual roadside cleanup was accomplished in May by members of the 
Conservation Commission with a big assist of High View Church Farm people. 


The ten trees donated to the town by N.H. Cooperative were planted by the 
Commission members with the help of the Highway Department. Three loads of 
sand were also delivered to the Beach at Long Pond by the Highway Department. 


Two 8th graders from Lempster, Justin Montgomery and John Patten, were 
given full scholarships to attend the N.H. Conservation Camp on June 17 - 22 at 
Interlocken Camp in Winsor, N.H. The Commission plans to continue the pro- 
gram in 1991. 


The Duck Pond Nature Trail was revitalized by Roger Ferland, a group of young 
people from Concord and their teacher, Roslyn Beaudet. A new box of maps was 
donated by Henry Frank. 


The Lempster Conservation Commission was represented at the Acworth Con- 
servation Commission Conference in September by James Darrow. 


The Conservation Commission mourned the passing of the Chairman in March. 
Bruce Fairweather had served the Town on the Town Forest Committee since 
1982 and continued as a member of the Conservation Commission when the two 
groups combined in 1985. He served as Chairman of the Conservation Commis- 
sion from April of 1987 until he passed away in March 1990. Since his passing the 
Conservation Commission has tried to follow his example of dedication. 


Plans for the coming year include Review and Action on the Town Forest 
Management Plan. We also need the assistance of interested town’s people. 
meetings are held the 2nd Tuesday of each month.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School 
Gymnasium in Lempster on the 16th day of March, 1991, at three o’clock p.m. to 
act upon the articles set forth in the Warrant. Articles 1, 2,and 3 of the Warrant 
covering the election of moderator, member of the School Board from Goshen, 
and auditor will be acted upon at three o’clock p.m., and voting will be by official 
ballot and checklists. The polls will remain open for this purpose from three 
o’clock p.m. until at least seven thirty o’clock p.m. At seven o’clock p.m., the 
remaining articles will be acted upon. 


ARTICLE 1. 
To choose a moderator for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. 
To choose a member of the school board from Goshen for the ensuing five 
years. 


ARTICLE 3. 
To choose an auditor for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 4. 
To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees, or officers chosen, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. 

To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ONE

1990 


To the Citizens of Goshen and Lempster 


It is with great pleasure that Isubmit my first annual report. Even though I have 
been associated with SAU 43 for the past nine years, this is the first year I have 
had the opportunity to work with the school staff and the school board. I have 
been very impressed with the commitment they have to the education of the 
students attending the Goshen/Lempster Cooperative School. Even though the 
resources available to the school are limited, the teachers find ways to provide a 
variety of educational opportunities that stimulate the intellect and excite the 
senses. The teachers and Mr. Bonfiglio are dedicated professionals, the likes of 
which are not easy to find in these days of the “me generation”. 


Everyone knows that we are in the middle of difficult economic times. That 
knowledge was taken to the bargaining table when the school board and the 
teachers sat down to begin negotiations this fall. After several meetings the 
teachers agreed to stay with their present agreement and salary schedule 
except for two changes. The teachers accepted a less expensive health plan 
which will reduce health insurance costs by five percent. The Board agreed to 
allow the teachers to take an additional professional day to attend a workshop 
or conference, which could cost the district $450 if everyone took a professional 
day. Most full time teachers will receive a $600 raise or $3.24 a day more than 
they earned this year. I think the tax payers in Goshen and Lempster have been 
very well served by their school board through its negotiations with the teachers. 


It has been a pleasure to get to know the school people associated with the 
Goshen/Lempster school. I look forward to meeting each of you in the year 
ahead.

1990

the Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School. Students, teachers and community 
members had just begun full use of the new facility. Plans involving new pro- 
grams and activities quickly took shape; the new school was in gear. There were 
many activities that involved staff and students throughout the year; some of 
those activities were: 


January 

Ms. Pedley’s Resource Room students and several other students performed a 
puppet show for parents and students. The show, “Kids On The Block”, consisted 
of skits involving various disabilities. After the show, the students were able to 
ask the “Kids” questions about their handicaps. 


February 

An International 4-H Youth Exchange student, Ms. Colony Barrett, made a 
presentation to 7th and 8th grade students on the customs and government of 
the United Kingdom. 


An award assembly was held to recognize the players and coaches of the 
intramural basketball teams that had been competing during January and 
February. 


The Quiz Bowl finals were held for students and parents on the evening of 
February 22. A total of twenty-two teams have been competing in weekly 
matches that were coordinated by Ms. McGinnis and Mr. Purmort. In the Grade 
5/6 division the winning team consisted of Teddy Davis, Patrick Ash, Ryan Skeie 
and Chris Roach; runners-up were Ian LeClair, Edward Bruno, Chris Moore and 
Robert Smith. In the Grade 7/8 division, the champions were Gina Sargent, Doug 
Harrison, Kevin Onnela and Justin Montgomery; the second place team con- 
sisted of Milissa Norris, Wendall Shepard, Matt Abraham and Tom Moore. 


Amy Jacobsen was cited as the Sullivan County DAR essay contest winner in the 
fifth grade age group. 

March 

Ms. Brewer’s Eighth Grade Class placed second in the Middle School level for the 
Historical Pictorial Map competition. The distinction was cited by Mr. Carter 
Hart, Curriculum Supervisor for the State Department of Education. 


Nearly 6,000 students (grade 2 - 5) competed in the New Hampshire Dairy 
Council Poster Contest. Six students from the Goshen-Lempster School received 
recognition: Kristie Pockett for outstanding achievement, while honorable men- 
tions went to Melissa O’Clair, Stacy Koscielniak, Nathan Powell and Tammy 
Magoon. 


International 4-H Youth Exchange student Nancy Tullar provided a “tour” of 
Portugal via a slide program for students in kindegarten through the eighth 
grade. 

April 

Each class was scheduled for a trip to the recently opened Christa McAuliffe 
Planetarium where the students viewed a program about the planets and 
participated in interactive learning stations. 


The Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School yearbook tradition began as an 
Eighth Grade project conducted by Ms. Brewer and several of her English 
students. 


Ms. Lori Pedley presented a New Hampshire quilt to a class in the U.S.S.R. (Kiev). 
Each of the nine squares of the quilt, portraying our state, were created by the

May 

The Science Fair was held on the evening of May 17, with an estimated five 
hundred people in attendance.

Also on the evening of May 17, Ms. Moul and her Art students displayed their 
work about the halls in the Art exhibit. 


On May 15, Ms. Tirrell invited the grandparents of students to school to have 
lunch with their grandchildren on a day declared as Grandparents’ Day. 


Ms. Maxfield’s and Ms. Parson’s classes participated in a science project that 
created a memorial walkway at the front entrance of the school. About 300 
plants were started in March and were sold and planted in the memory of 
departed loved ones. 


Mr. Ekstrom’s telecommunications in the classroom project received a $100 
award from the New Hampshire Association for Computer Education. This is 
one of several grants and awards that Mr. Ekstrom has received for the program. 
The program, called GEARS (Goshen-Lempster Educational Amateur Radio 
Society)., has been named as one of the top educational projects in the state. 


June 

Two Eighth Grade students (John Patten and Justin Montgomery) were 
awarded full scholarships by the Lempster Coservation Commission to attend 
the New Hampshire Youth Conservation Comp. One hundred students in the 
state attended the camp which involved instruction in forestry, wildlife man- 
agement, soils and water resources. 


Students in grades 4 and 5 traveled to the Boston Museum of Science. While at 
the museum, they viewed a program at the Mugar Omni Theater. The bus 
transportation was paid for with earnings from the students school dances, and 
the admissions were paid for with the proceeds from a quilt raffle. The quilt was 
an Art project under the direction of Ms. Moul. 


The first Eighth Grade graduation in the new gymnasium was held on the 
evening of June 22. Naomi Bugbee was the class valedictorian; Matthew Abra- 
ham and Amber Shields were Co-salutatorians. Mr. John Hopkins issued diplo- 
mas, and Reverend Lillian Warner gave the invocation and the benediction. A 
reception for the graduates followed the ceremony with refreshments, flowers 
and graduation cake being provided by the P.T.C. 


On Saturday, June 23, the Cragin family was honored for their gift of land to the 


school district in a dedication ceremony for the new school addition. Mr. Ted 
LeClair made introductions; Mrs. Doris Newman presented the flag; Mrs. Francis 
Wirkkala performed the National Anthem; Cub Scout Troop 317 led the salute to 
the flag; Ms. Purly Gates provided musical selections; State Senator George 
Disnard delivered the address; and the Reverend Warner and Father O’Connor 
gave the invocation and benediction. The ceremony concluded with the unveil- 
ing of the Cragin Memorial Playground monument in honor of the family of 
Horce and Lois Cragin. 

July 

A beautiful new playground unit was constructed through the efforts of the 
P.T.C. and community volunteers. The P.T.C. conducted a series of fund raisers to 
provide money for a playground plan and for materials. Community members 
(PTC, parents, grandparents and friends) gave up several week-ends to make 
the concept a reality. The International Work Camp, under the direction of Mr. 
Ted LeClair, also contributed to the effort. The efforts paid off; the playground 
was completed in December and will be open to the students in the Spring. 


August 

School opened for the 1990-91 school year on August 28; this marked the first 
official school opening in the completed new school facility. This additional 
space, the new gym and the new lunchroom provided the opportunity to develop 
a plan for a year of activities and programs for the students. The new building 
has served to increase the potential of the overall educational program, the 
potential of each student’s achievement, and the potential of each teacher's 
creative and professional output. 


Three new faces appeared among the staff this new school year. Ms. Kelly 
Rochford of Newport replaced Ms. Frances (Kitty) Smith as Kindergarten 
teacher. Ms. Jean Chandler of Sunapee succeeded Ms. Lilian Bryce in Chapter I 
Reading. Ms. Ethel Nilsen of Goshen and Ms. Doris Ellis of Sunapee became 
special classroom aides as part of a handicapped student inclusion program. 


September 

The school has truly become the center of the Goshen-Lempster community 
with citizen groups using the building every week-day afternoon and/or evening. 
The building is currently being used by Tiger Scouts, Cub Scouts, Girl Scouts, Boy 
Scouts, 4-H, mens’ basketball, adult volleyball, and an aerobics group. ; 


Volunteering is at an all time high at the Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School. 
On a regular and ongoing basis, there are parents that give their time as 
classroom aides; such people as Ms. Trisha Caron, Ms. Dorene Young, Ms. Tracy 
Bevilacqua, and Ms. Kathy Rutter to mention some. Ms. Esther Jensen of Goshen 
volunteers three afternoons per week to help in the office. Occasionally, citizens 
will offer their talents to enhance classroom activities such as Mr. Stetson 
demonstrating the musical saw. Other people have offered services in anumber 
of ways; Mrs. and Mrs. LeClair, Mr. and Mrs. Luppold, Mr. and Mrs. Smith, Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter, Mr. and Mrs. Cady, Mr. and Mrs. Dennis, and Mr. and Mrs. Scalera to 
mention a few. 


The faculty began a two year review of the mathematics curriculum to bring it in 
line with the latest research and standards recently published by the National 
Council of Teachers of Mathematics. Last Spring the faculty completed its review 
of the language arts curriculum. The teachers are continually involved in college 
course work and staff development which results in their bringing a wealth of 
ideas and knowledge to the curriculum work sessions. 


P.T.C. President Mary Walter stepped down, and Ms. Daryl Cady was elected to 
the position. The members applauded Ms. Walter for her outstanding leadership 
over the past several years. Ms. Jane Skeie remained as Vice President; Ms. 
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Sharon Parsons became Secretary; and Ms. Chris Smith continued as Treasurer. 
This was the meeting at which the idea of the Christmas Crafts Fair was born, the 
brain child of Ms. Parsons and Ms. Maxfield. 


October 
Local field trips were organized for several classes: 


Nurse Marilyn Sherman invited the third and fourth grade classrooms to a 
Health Fair that she had coordinated in Sunapee. 


Ms. Rochford’s Kindergarten class spent a morning picking apples and making 
cider. 


Mr. Ekstrom’s fifth grade class enjoyed an afternoon at Cricenti’s Bog. 


November 

Open House was held on the evening of November 8. Parents visited with the 
teachers and viewed some of the activities and projects that the students had 
been involved in. Librarian Cheryl McGinnis held a Library Book Fair, and the 
Eighth Grade class provided refreshments. 


The first annual Goshen-Lempster Christmas Crafts fair was held at the school 
on Sunday, November 18. The idea was developed over the summer by teachers 
Ms. Parsons and Ms. Maxfield and presented to the P.T.C. in September. An 
incredible amount of preparation, work and time went into making the event a 
success. Teachers and parents worked with student craft groups many after- 
noons after school to ensure that the children had an equal chance to be 
involved. Many parents and all staff members participated in the Fair. The 
proceeds from the Fair went toward completing the playground. 


A brand new flag pole for the school was fashioned from a tree by the boy scouts 
under the direction of Mr. and Mrs. Walter. It was raised at the site of the Cragin 
Memorial, replacing the old flag pole that was cut by Mr. Charles Newton in the 
1960's. 


December 

The Holiday Concert was held on the evening of December 20. The program was 
presented as a skit that was an original play, entitled The Christmans Wish, 
written by Ms. Gates and sixth grade student Ian LeClair. Musical selections 
were performed by the students, and many students participated as actors, 
extras, script readers, stage crew and lighting crew. 


Many events make up a school year. While it’s wonderful to have a facility that 
accommodates activities and events, it is necessary to have the people with the 
knowledge, the creativity and the energy to bring those programs about. The 
staff of the Goshen-Lempster School constitutes a group of quality professionals 
who apply themselves beyond the call of duty. That ingredient combined witha 
great deal of support from the School Board and Superintendent Segal’s office 
and combined with giving parents who donate their time unselfishly, results in a 
positive, productive school climate for the children of the community.

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SPECIAL SERVICES DIRECTOR’S REPORT 
1990 


The beginning of the 1990-91 school year saw SAU #43 being reorganized to deal 
with the loss of Kearsarge Regional School District to SAU #65. A Special 
Services Unit was created to be responsible for Special Education and Supple- 
mental Services such as Chapter I programs, and Federal Programs and Grants. 


Special Education programs throughout the SAU are going through a funda- 
mental change in philosophy and focus in service delivery. These changes are a 
result of new Federal laws and regulations, and reflect the thinking of parents 
and advocacy groups for the handicapped. 


When Special Education programs first started in New Hampshire, they were 
largely separate classes for handicapped children. As time moved on, resource 
room programs were created that pulled students out of classes for periods of 
time to obtain extra assistance. Other specialists to work with handicapped 
children were hired and these folks also pulled the students out of classes to give 
them special help and assistance. For many handicapped children, their day 
consisted of classes filled with a variety of interruptions. 


We are now looking at ways of providing Special Education services to handi- 
capped children that will maximize their chances to attend classes with non- 
handicapped children. We want to give handicapped children normal models of 
language and social behavior. We want to reduce the number of interruptions in 
the classroom schedule by providing services within the context of regular 
classes. In order to bring this about, regular class teachers will require additional 
support in their classrooms. Regular class teachers will need to benefit from 
additional training and help on dealing with special needs children. 


In the Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School District, we are beginning to move 
in these new directions. Special students are becoming involved in regular class 
programs more and more. We are seeing good effects for these children. For a 
small school district, we have special education programs and services that 
would make any district proud! 


Our Chapter I programs work with students who need just a bit more help with 
reading or math skills. This Federally funded program makes a real difference to 
help students keep up with their classes and experience success in reading and 
math. A teacher and a classroom aide are employed in the Goshen-Lempster 
Cooperative Chapter I program. The Chapter I room is an interesting and 
exciting place to visit. We really appreciate the efforts of the staff to help 
students to succeed in reading and math! 


Strangely enough, the amount of Federal funds we receive to operate Chapter I 
programs is related to the number of children who receive free or reduced cost 
school lunches. I would encourage families in these tough economic times to 
apply for reduced or free school lunch. The application process and receipt of 
lunch is kept completely private. You end up helping your children twice over as 
well! 


Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School receives the services of dedicated special 
education teachers and aides. Special education students who need either extra 
assistance or course work geared to their unique abilities are provided with 
appropriate activities. These consulting teachers, resource room teacher, self 
contained classroom teacher, aides and related service professionals are really 
involved in the efforts of special students to be productive and successful. 
Special education students above grade eight have the opportunity to enroll in 
the special education programs at the Keene Vocational Center, Newport High 
School or Sunapee High School.
